Have To Reveal Funds 
And Party Membership 


WASHINGTON (A P(-T he US 
Court of Appeals, in a 2-1 opinion, 
today upheld a finding by the Sub­ 
versive Activities Control Board 
that the U.S. Communist party is 
dominated by Moscow. 
This means that the party, un­ 
less today's ruling is reversed, 
must register with the attorney 
general a." an agency of a foreign 
power and must file reports of Ms 
finances and the names of its 
members. 
The court decision marks anoth­ 
er step in a nine-year battle by 
'he government to require the 
Communist party to register un­ 
der the 1950 Internal Security Act. 
Two previous rulings by the 
board calling for party registra­ 
tion were returned by toe courts 
for further proceedings. 
Today’s opinion was written by 
Chief Judge K. Barrett Pretty- 


man. Judge John A. Danaher con­ 
curred. Judge David L. Bazelon 
would have remanded the case to 
the SALB for further proceedings. 
In his opinion, Judge Prettyman 
said in part that “the facts beyond

No player 
could carry that designation in a 
bulging field of 174 that included 
more stars than ever assembled 
in 41 years of Professional Golf­ 
ers Assn. competition. 
But tournament pros invariably 
tossed Wall’s name among the 
four or five most logical choices. 
And if Wall wins the 72-hole run 
at Minneapolis Golf Course, he vir­ 
tually elects himself golfer of the 
year. 
$50,000 In 7 Months 
In seven months he has carted 
away some $50,000 in prize money, 
won four tournaments including 
the Masters and pulled into the 
lead in the Ryder Cup standings 
and the Vardon Trophy race based 
on average scoring. 
At the 6,850-yard par 35-35—70 
Minneapolis course his big bug­ 
bear may be the thinness of the 
fairways. Wall’s baseball grip has 
made him a novelty, and also a 
big money winner, but it leads 
him to occasional spasms of wild­ 
ness. 
Also well liked in the pre-tour­ 
nament guessing here was Mike 
Souchak, the amiable muscleman 
who is still looking for his first 
major tournament victory. 
Don Finsterwald, winner of the 
PGA’s first medal tournament last 
year, has not been at his best this 
year. But he has to rank among 
the strongest contenders. So do 
Gene Little, Sam Snead, Doug 
Ford. Cary Middlecoff and Tom­ 
my Bolt.

The Pennsylvania Tavern Association seeks to have 
the closing hours of its members' businesses from 12 
o'clock on Saturday night to 2:00 a.m. on Sunday. 
Present law. since its inception 25 years ago, requires 
the Saturday Midnight closing. 
Reasons for this legislative aim are many and varied. 
A major reason is to be seen in the fact that most pa­ 
trons have more leisure time on Saturday night than 
any other night of the week, therefore they tend to re­ 
sent this requirement of the law. 
Such patrons find ways to prolong enoymentj of their 
leisure time by going from taverns and hotels to clubs 
where the closing hour is 3:00 a.m. on Sunday. In areas 
or communities close to state lines patrons are at­ 
tracted to taverns in other states where the normal 
closing hour of taverns and hotels is 2:00 a.m. on Sun­ 
day. 
The resultant loss in state, local and national tax 
revenues is incalculable but considerable. The loss in 
gross revenue to the tavern operators and hotel li­ 
censees is tremendous, often representing the difference 
between borderline and profitable operation of Penn­ 
sylvania businesses. 
Like any other business group, tavern and hotel 
operators are equally concerned with the problems 
occasioned by the early closing requirement of Sat­ 
urday night. They are unable to provide full-time em­ 
ployment for much of their regular personnel, such as 
waitresses, waiters, bartenders and kitchen help.

Drinking By Minors 


The Pennsylvania Tavern Association is deeply and, 
in fact, intensely concerned with the problems con­ 
nected with and which arise from the unauthorized 
drinking by minors. It is a problem that, without ques­ 
tion. is the greatest bane of their existence. 
Law has never been fully effective in restricting the 
activities of minors in any field for reasons with which 
the clergy, our teachers, law-enforcement officials, doc­ 
tors, psychiatrists and law makers themselves are 
familiar. 
A prime but trite example is to be seen in the matter 
of cigarette smoking. Certainly it is against the law for 
minors to buy or smoke cigarettes. Yet, this is a law 
which has rarely, if ever, been enforced, and the smok­ 
ing and buying of cigarettes by minors is so common­ 
place as to make the law the greatest legislative joke 
on our books. 
The problems of licensees in dealing with minors are 
great, many and diverse. They are an abomination to 
the mental and business well-being of the licensee. No 
licensee wants this kind of business, although we know 
that some very few of them accept it because of the 
type of competition generated by lax enforcement of 
the law in some areas. 


The above statements, the result of intensive 
studies by the legislative committee of the 
Pennsylvania Tavern Association, represent 
the position of all the tavern owners in Penn­ 
sylvania.

HARRISBURG TAP' — A new 
method of treating sewage de­ 
signed to keep both expenses and 
odors down to a minimum today 
won approval by the State Sani­ 
tary Water Board.
